Insultab, the company for which 
Ainsworth Road, in North Wil- 
mington, was made back in 1961, 
is going to move. 

John Zocchi, an official of the 
company confirmed the news Mon- 
day morning. 

The company, he said, is going 
to move to a community where 
there is a better industrial cli- 
mate, and the move will be made 
‘sometime this summer’, 

Zocehi acquired control of the 
company last summer, and was 
intending to ask friends of his, 
who have similar small companies, 
to move to Ainsworth Road, where 
they could be together, He changed 
his mind, while the ‘industrial tax’ 
case of last fall was being fought. 

In an interview with the Town 
Crier, Zocchi said he regarded the 


growing small companies, which

No baton twirlers 


in dear old 


Wilmington High? 


At last Thursday night’s meeting 
of the School Committee, the music 
program in the Wilmington Public 
Schools was reviewed for the com~ 
mittee by Domenic De Grazia, 
Director of Music, and Miss Lor- 
raine Kalil, Music Supervisor, 

A large part of the discussion 
was devoted to band problems, 
DeGrazia proposed that baton 
twirlers be eliminated from the 
high school band and that they be 
replaced by pennant bearers and 
color guards, the pennants to bear 
the colors and insignia of each 
unit of the band, He said that 
there is some feeling that the 
short skirts of the majorettes 
detract from the appearance ofthe 
band and that a color guard of 
approximately twelve would be 
‘more colorful and patriotic’. A 
detailed discussion followed with 
DeGrazia presenting pictures of 
the proposed pennants and flags 
the cost of which would be approx- 
imately $460, 

Chairman Richard Keane felt 
tliat the School Committee ‘should 
get a little public opinion before 
doing away with baton twirlers’. 
Committeeman Glen Connolly sug- 
gested that ‘if the music depart- 
ment feels strongly enough about 
it, they should formulate a pro- 
posal to present tothe committee’. 


Music Scholarship 


Regarding the annual Teachers 
Association - scholarships, De 
Grazia reported to the committee 
that the music department would 
like to present one scholarship 
each year to a student who plans 
to major in music in college, He 
stated that a large part of the 
scholarship money comes from 
the music department because of 
royalties from ‘Pushcart’ and in- 
come from other musical per- 
formances, 


Equipment Storage 


The problem of storage space 
for band equipment was discussed 
at length with DeGrazia report- 
ing that the present storage room 
beside the auditorium stage is 
also used as a dressing room 
and there is constant concern that 
expensive instruments will be 
damaged, Various suggestions 
were made, but no solution to the 
problem was reached. Committee 
man George Robertie felt that 
serious thought should be given 
to the construction of a music 
room in any future addition to the 
high school, 


Band Rehearsals

performance vs. appreciation, De 
Grazia agreed that it is important 
to give children a ‘knowledge of 
what is good and what is bad’, so 
that they are able to analyze music, 
Keane questioned the possibility 
of starting a school orchestra 
using string instruments, but was 
told by DeGrazia that it would be 
very difficult to develop such a 
program in Wilmington because 
there are too few private teachers 
in this area, 


Head Start Program 


Harold Driscoll, Director of the 
Head Start Program, reported that 
the organization is almost com- 
Pletely set up and ready to oper- 
ate and that the women who will 
be teaching this summer have 
been attending comprehensive 
workshops at Tufts, Five young 
women have volunteered to donate

HEATING COSTS 
HIGH? 


Principal Assessor Fred 
Grimes, Monday night, told the 
Board of Selectmen that the town 
of Wilmington was paying $64 a 
day to a Mr, and Mrs, Russell, of 
Andover, for assisting in the as- 
sessment program of Wilmington. 

Grimes, under questioning by 
Selectman Paul Niles, told the 
board that Mr. Russell received 
$32 for eight hours work, and Mrs, 
Russell received $32 for eight 
hours work and that the work was 
done at home. 

Mrs. Russell, he sald, had apro- 
blem in that there was a small 
child, and two other children. 

Mr, Russell is a professional 
assessor, employed by the Town 
of Andover, 

Grimes said that the Russell’s 
had to be employed to make math- 
ematical computations at home, 
on front lot units - and this was 
Telative to the ‘depth factor’, As 
described by Grimes, the work 
was rather technical, and he went 
on to say that he could ‘train a 
girl - but it would take two years

port to the Selectmen, developed 
@s a result of an order of several 
weeks past, in which Grimes was 
told that he could not take any 
assessing records out of town.

Other Questions 


Niles also had questions con- 
cerning the revaluation program 
on taxable property, and the pro- 
bable date of announcing the tax 
rate, 

Grimes told the Selectmen, un- 
der Niles questioning, that the 
assessors were revaluing land in 
residential areas, but that he ex- 
pected only about 20% of the work 
to be done this year, before the 
tax rate would be announced, 

After the tax rate had been an- 
nounced, Grimes sald, he would 
proceed with revaluing other real 
estate in town, for the following 
year’s tax rate. 

Grimes told the Selectmen that 
he expected the tax rate would 
be announced at about August first, 
Niles wanted to know what the hold 
up was, and Grimes sald that they 
had an extra work load, He re- 
minded Niles that there had been 
a considerable delay last fall, be- 
cause of the tax problems, 

Niles asked him if he had ‘any 
feel’ for change in value of res- 
idential properties, and Grimes 
stated in effect that some was 
not being changed at all, and some 
as much as twenty times in value, 


A, P, Rounds 


A. P. Rounds, of Stoneham, 
developer of Hathaway Acres, ap- 
peared before the board to talk 
over a problem concerning his 
‘back property’, behind Hathaway

Elevations there, he told the 
Selectmen, were as high as 130 
feet above sea level, and he wanted 
the grade to be at about 80 feet.

real estate development, He had 
been prepared af that time, if 
necessary to go to the courts to 
get a definition, 

Selectman LaRivee piped up to 
say that here had been an opera- 
tion on Concord Street that started 
that way, and ended up as a gravel 
operation, 

Anderson suggested that the re- 
moval, for Mr, Rounds, be limited 
to 20,000 cubic yards, and Mrs, 
Drew told Rounds to make out an 
application: and'the Selectmen will 
act on it next Monday night,

At Northeastern University the

There was also talk of initiating 
Columbian credit rating bureaus 
to supply American firms with 
accurate information concerning 
credit ratings, Since the last 
war the European companies have 
captured the South American mar- 
ket, in many instances, because the 
Europeans are more lenient in gi- 
ving credit to their customers, 
A Columbian sugar refinery owner 
who wanted to modernize and en- 
large, bought his machinery from 
a German manufacturer who of- 
fered a three year period to pay 
for high quality machinery, at a 
lower rate of interest. The price 
was at alower price than the lowest 
American bid, and the American 
firm requested full payment in 
advance, 

The manufacturer was educated 
in-the United States, andpreferred 
American machinery, This, the 
discussion at Northeastern said, 
was only one out of thousands of 
cases,
